Marshall Plan Aid 
For Spain Refused

The senate refused by a 42 to 35 
vote today to open the European 
recovery program to Franco Spain. 


The vote turned down an am- 


endment to the foreign aid bill 
that would have also provided 
for a $50,000,000 loan to Spain 
from the Export-Import Bank. 
Senator McCarran (D-Nev) and 
Brewstcr (K-Maine) offered it. 
Before the vote, Senator Con- 


nally (D-Tex) said 
he 
thought 


President Truman and Secretary 
of State Acheson would not oppose 
an Export-Import 
Bank loan to 


Spain if Spain applied for it. 


Conally, chairman of the foreign 


relations committee, had just come 
from a meeting with Truman and 
Secretary Acheson and was fight- 
ing the' move to open Marshall 
plan aid to Spain. 
The vote was the first major 
test on the $3,272,500,000 foreign 
a Senate leaders have been trying 
to hurry final action on the big 
global aid measure, 
which has 


been before the senate since April 
14. But a final vote still doesn't 
appear likely before next week. 
Among other' things, the bill would 
extend the Marshall plan another 
year at a cost of $3,100,000,000. 
Last year McCarran failed in an 


effort to attach a $50,000,000 loan 
for Spain to the 1950 foreign aid 
bill. Since then the state depart- 
ment has agreed to ask the United 
Naitions to extend full diplomatic 
recognition to Spain. 
Lined up behind McCarran's 
latest "include-Spaln" 
proposal 
are several amendments aimed at 
cutting the total authorized for 
European recovery in the bill. 
Senator Kern (R-Mo) -wants a. 
slash of $1,000,000,000 in the Euro- 
pean aid total.

000.000 cut.

That is $250,000,000 less 
thar the ai^'Tiinlstratlov-har\<>sked, 
Committee Votes 
To Retain Tax On 
Night Club Costs 


WASHINGTON, April 27—UP)— 


The house ways and means com- 
mittee voted today to keep the 20 
per cent excise tax on night clubs 
and also the imposts on coin oper- 
ated devices, bowling alleys, bill- 
board and pool tables. 
Slowing down its excise trimming 
process at least temporarily, 
the 
committee also voted to continue 
the 20 per cent tax on club dues, 
initiation fees, and safe deposit 
box leases. 
The committee thus held the 
line at about $578,000,000 in cuts 
of excises so far. But when 
It 
turns to the levies on travel tick- 
ets, freight and long distance tel- 
ephone and telegraph the total 
may be boosted above $1,000,000- 
000. 
President Truman has proposed a 


$655,000,000 
limit on excise cuts 


and, 
unless the committee 
finds 
new revenue in other taxes to cov- 
er the excise loss, the 
bill 
may 
bump into a veto. 
While approving continuation of 


several excises in today's action, 
the committee made some excep- 
tions to eliminate 'items from the 
imposts. 
It proposed dropping the tax on 


bowling alleys, billiard and 
pool 
tables owned and operated by non- 
profit organizations. The tax 
Is 
$20 on each alley and billiard and 
pool table. 
Moreover .it voted to exempt 
the Impost on one-cent coin oper- 
ated amusement devices. 
The 
tax is $10 a year on each coin 
operated amusement device and 
$100 a year on each gaming 
or 
gambling device. 
The night club tax is collected 


on the total bill of patrons at the 
places where there is dancing or 
entertainment, such as floor shows. 
The committee approved Wed- 
nesday a reduction from 20 per 
cent to 10 in the tax on theatre 
tickets, hut it decided to keep the 
20 per cent rate on the cabarets. 


Cotton Acreage 
Is Increased In

Some 3,000 applications for more 
acreage were filed with the local 
PMA office, but many of the ap- 
plicants failed to qualify, Ciicque 
said. 
About half of the additional acre- 


age came as a result of "turn- 
backs"—from farmers who plant- 
ed under their allotments.

for future productivity of the soil. 
Chrysler Talks 
Making Progress,

DETROIT, April 27.—UP}—A rec- 
ord night-long bargaining session 
failed today to bring settlement in 
the Chrysler strike, now entering 
its 93rd day. Both Chrysler Corp. 
and the CIO United Auto Workers 
s^greed, however, some progress 
had been made. 


Negotiators stayed in a marathon 
session until 5:30 a. m., GST, and. 
then took a recess until 1 p. m. to- 
day. 


Walter, Re.uth>Tt UAWi president, 
and Norman Matthews,.the union's 
Chrysler director, issued this state- 
ment: 
- 


"Some progress has been made 
on Home contract Issues. 
How- 
ever, a number of important is- 
sues still are unresolved. The 
union is prepared to apply itself 
In extended negotiating session in 
an effort to resolve all the issues 
remaining in dispute." 
A spokesman for Chrysler said 
the union statement substantially 
reflected the status of the nego- 
tiations.

Tito Announces Yugoslavia Will Soon 
Nominate Diplomatic Envoy to Greece 


BELGRADE. 
Yugoslavia, April 


27.—UP)—Premier Marshal Tito an- 
nounced today Yugoslavia is ready 
to resume diplomatic relations with 
Greece and will nominate a diplo- 
matic envoy within a- few days. 


The premier made this known 
in a remarkable state-of-the-na- 
tlon address to his new parlia- 
ment in which he expressed hope 
for better relations not only with 
Greece but with Italy and Aus- 
tria. 
At one time Yugoslavia was ac- 


cused in the United Nations of 
aiding and abetting the Greek Com- 
munist rebellion, along with Bul- 
garia and Albania. Since Tito was 
expelled from the Moscow-led Corn- 
inform as a straycr from Leninism, 
Yugoslavia's relations with Greece 
bettered. 


Now, 
Tito told parliament, "new- 
est developments"—presumably the 
recent 
government 
change—in 


Greece promised that "from now on 
there will be possibilities to sub- 
stantially improve the relations be- 
tween our two countries." 
Regarding Italy, whose claims' 
to Trieste Yugoslavia has bitterly 
disputed, the premier said:

In setting1 the date, McLc 'in 
told a reporter the subcommittee 
will consider a bill 
by Senator 


Chavez (D-NM) and possibly a 
similar house bill provided it la 
acted on by the house In time. 
The Chavez bill proposes these 
ma.lor authorizations: 


$550,000,000 a year for the federal 


highway system for the two fis- 
cal years ending June 30, 1953; 
$100,000,000 yearly for the Inter- 
state highway system for the two 
years; and $150,000,000 yearly for 
county roads for the two years. 


The house bill, nresented by Rep 


Whittington (D-Miss) and approv- 
ed by the house public works com- 
mittee, would authorize $500,000.000 
yearly for the federal aid system 
and $70,000,000 for the interstate 
system but makes no provision 
for federal aid on county roads or 
so-callod farm-to-market roads. 


Funds Involved would be di- 


vided among the states, on a 50- 
50 matching basis, about the same 
as money In the past. Federal aid 
to highways this year and next 
Is set at $450,000,000. 
The total of $570,000,000 yearly 


provided in the house bill for al- 
lotment among the states for the 
federal aid and interstate sysems 
includes: 


New Mexico $6,819,000; Oklahoma 


$10,489.000; Texas $32,042,000.

demonstrators, 


blocked their attempt for a third 
successive day to storm the of- 
fice of Mayor William O'Dwycr. 
The yelling, hooting youngsters 


converged on City Hall plaza from 
scores of schools through the city. 
In Brooklyn, 20,000 students cut 
classes to mill In protest In front 
of their school buildings. 
Five students were taken into 


custody there. One was charged 
with juvenile delinquency after he 
struck a policeman and another 
with disorderly conduct after he 
threw ash barrels 
into a 
busy 


street. The three others were re- 
leased in custody of their parents. 


They are demanding increased 


pay for their teachers and resump- 
tion of out-of-class activities, can- 


celed by the refusal of teachers 
to supervie them under current 
salaries. 


While the City Hall demonstra- 
tors were being driven buck, 2,- 
000 other students marched three 
miles to the Bronx county build- 
ing and took up their 
stand 


there, 
blocking the entrances. 


They ignored the attempt of sev- 
en policemen to clear 
the en- 
trances but scattered after 15 
minutes when police reinforce- 
ments arrived. 
Earlier today, a vanguard of the 


City Hall marchers were met by 
police and turned back. Chanting 
"More pay for our teachers" and 
"We want Willie"—a refernce to 
O'Dwyer—the 
youths 
retreated, 


booing and jeering the cops.

TWO 
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Rose Cultivation 
Advice Given By 
A&M Specialist 


According to Sadie Hatfield, ex- 


tension landscape gardening special- 
ist of Texas A. and M. College, It IH 
a little too late to plant roses un- 
less one Intends to use plants that 
have been held in cold storage. She 
adds, however, that there are a lot 
of things that can he done to make 
those you already 
have 
become 


more productive and beautiful. 


Roses do best in fertile soil. If 


fertilization is needed, now is the 
time to mnko the application, she 
says. Two or three pounds of com- 
mercial fertilizer for each hundred 
square feet of space in the rose 
garden is about right, but if you 


want to be more accurate, she sug- 
gests that you ask your local coun- 
ty agent about local fertilizer rec- 
ommendations. 


Shallow Cultivation 


The fertilizer should be worked 


Into f.hn soil hy shallow cultivation. 
Deep cultivation at this time of the 
year will destroy the young feeder 
roots that arc near the ground sur 
face and this may 
retard 
plant 


irrowth ,-in'l cut down the produc.. 
tion of flowers. The rose garden can 
be mulched at this time and she 
says a good 
mulch of 
decayed 


leaves, straw, <rrnss clippiings, pine 
needles or well-decayed barnyard 
fertilizer will help hold moisture, 
keen down weed and grass growth 
in the irnrden and will improve the 
tilth of the soil. 


She savs roses should be check- 


ed now for 
new sprout 
growth. 


They come from the root stock; 
usually grow very rapidly and are 
easy to recognize 
because 
the 


leaven are small and light crreen IP 
color. Thnv phonlrl hn rn^-o'-orl fn- 


they can crowd-off the more desir- 
able rose graft. 


Roses require production. 
She 


says they should not be sprinkled, 
because moisture applied to the 
leaves encourages black spot and 
mildew. Both diseases are likely to 
develop during periods of rainy or 
cloudy weather, and she says rosea 
should be dusted with copper-sul- 
phur dust within 24 hours after 
each rainfall for control. 


Black Spot Enemy 


Black spot is "public enemy No 


1" so far as roses are concerned. 
It causes the black spots on the 
leaves; turns them yellow later and 
they drop. Die-back of the stems 
usually follows and If the disease is 
not brought under control, the en- 
tire plant may die. 


Miss Hatfild advises that out-of 


shape plants may be pruned from 
now until summer but no more 
growth should be removed than is 
necessary. Prune only to keep thr 
plants a convenient size and at- 
tractive in form, she adds.

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LOOKING SOUTHWARD 


The visit of the president 


of Chile ought to serve as a 
reminder to Americans that 
•we as a people have not 
been paying much attention 
lately to our best neighbors. 
We are like a family which 
has become intensely inter- 
ested in the troubles and 
well-being of other familie 
across town, but never no- 
tices the folks next door. It's 
ab'ut time we made an ef- 
fort to see the closer neigh- 
bors occasionally. 


The official relations and 


functions go on. The Ameri- 
ca:, treaty groups operate 
in their normal fashion, 'and 
the Institute of Inter-Ameri- 
can Relations has recently 
been given a five-year ex- 
tension of its life. Occasion- 
ally a high Latin-American 
official, 
like the Chilean 


president, pays a visit. There 
is a quality of frigidity in our 
relations 
with 
Argentina, 


which has a Fascist type of 
totalitarian government,,but 
we haven't had a serious 
quarrel with any of these 
neighbors for a long time. 
The situation appears to be 
serene. 


But somethiing important 


ia lacking. It is the personal 
touch, which cannot be pro- 
vided by our government, 
only by the people. We do 
not talk about Latin America 
as we do about Europe and 
Asia; we do not have the 
same awareness of the prob- 
lems of the 
peoples, their 


wealth or poverty, freedom 
or oppression. The sense of 
keen interest in what goes 
on in the Old World is lack- 
ing with regard to our own 
hemisphere. The interest we 
take in Europe and Asia now 
seems to be required of us, 
but we can still find time to 
cultivate a greater, more 
.personal interest in the Am- 
: ericas. We should do so.

been reported of the use of 
hypnosis to prepare a pa- 
tient for dental work.

hypnotist, who put him in 
a trance and then sent him 
along to the dentist. 


Here might be a really 


bold step in the amelioration 
of the discomforts of modern 
life. It is all very well to 
talk about painless dentistry, 
and to equip the dental pro- 
fession with anesthetics and 
techniques to soften their 
work. But, all this is of no 
help at all in reducing the

THE POPULAR WILL 


'The plebiscite or national 


poll of opinion, one of which 
the Belgians recently held to 
decide whether King Leo- 
pold should be restored to 
the throne, is not Belgian 
invention. Though plebis- 
cites have been used at dif- 
ferent times and in different 
places, the ruler who profit- 
ed most by them was the 
Emperor Napoleon 
III of 


France. 


Elected p r e s i d e n t of 


France in 1848, Louis Napo- 
leon, as he was called then, 
seized the supreme power in 
1851, and called for a pleb- 
iscitt to show that the peo- 
ple approved. The vote, 7,- 
400,000 against 600,000, was 
sufficiently convincing. Next 
year another popular vote 
called for the restoration of. 
the empire with Louis Na- 
poleon its head under the 
style of Napoleon III. 


So far, so good; but in 


1870 
another 
plebiscite 


showed ominously enough

While the constitution does 
not provide for them, Con- 
gress might lawfully call for 
one when it was desired to 
ascertain popular 
opinion. 


The issue would need, how- 
ever, to be clear cut. Prohi- 
bition might have been a 
popular issue to be so de- 
cided. 


For the 
present there 


seems to be no likelihood of 
a national referendum being 
authorized here. But Bel- 
gium's experience will 
be 


watched with_ interest. 


OASIS FOR DRIVERS 


To meet the need felt by 


many drivers for occasional 
relaxation and rest from 
driving or for a pleasant spot 
in which to spread a picnic 
lunch there has been rapid 
growth in the establishment 
of road side parks for these 
purposes. 


Travelers are seldom wel- 


come in the privately owned 
wooded 'spaces 'which 
look 


so inviting to the long-dis- 
tance tourist, even if such 
spots were easily accessible 
from the road. The roadside 
parks are easy to enter and 
often are equippd with ta- 
bles, benches, drinking wa- 
ter, 
fireplaces and . r e s t 


rooms. Some highway 
de- 


partments issue maps show- 
ing the location of parks, 
which in many cases are at. 
intervals of five to twenty 
miles. 


Aside from their conveni- 


ence to the traveler, these 
parks are a definite safety 
device. A relaxed 
driver, 


rested, fed and refreshed, is 
less likely to contribute to 
traffic hazards than is one 
who is tense-and weary from 
long hours of unrelieved at- 
tention to the road. 


DEWEY AND THE 


RECORD 


Gov. Thomas E. Dewey is 


being beseeched by New 
York Republicans to run for 
a third four-year term this 
fall. If he should consent and 
win, he would set a modern 
record for consecutive years 
in the New York governor 
ship. Over the nation in re- 
cent years, the record for 
tenure is held by Albert C; 
Ritchie of Maryland, who 
served from 1920 to 1935. 


Dcwey would still be a 


long way behind George 
Clinton 
of Revolutionary 


days and after. He was elect- 
ed governor of New York for 
one three-year term after an- 
other from 1777 to 1795, and 
then again forthree more in 
1801. After that he retired 
to end his days as vice-presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Dewey probably would 


not care about trying for a 
third term as governor pure- 
ly to break a record. There is 
always the peril o"f defeat 
somewhere along the line 
Ritchie was beaten after a 
long s e r i e s of triumphs. 
Dewey has indicated that he 
may prefer tojractice law.

Taxation for the support 


of the. government in Great 
Britain has reached a point 
where a. well known novelist 
and film writer has decided 
to work only four

out of the year. R. C. Sheriff 
refused an offer of $28,000 
for a film scenario, declar- 
ing that'he would be able to 
keep only $280 from 
the 


amount. This figure would 
represent for him the diff-r- 
ence between a year's in-- 
and that for four months, 
less taxes. 


This is the same principle 


which motivates the laborer 
who'refuses to put in over- 


time because his increased 
pay would put him in a high- 
er tax bracket and give him 
little if any benefit. 


The 
Labor government 


congratulates itself on what 
it calls an economic revolu- 
tion. It's stated aim, the abo- 
lition of huge incomes, while 
not without its good points, 
has gone so far under its 
own n-tmentum that a stale- 
mate is likely to result. The 
basis .for prosperity in any 
country lies not in establish- 
ing small incomes for those 
at the top, but in full pro- 
duction from top to bottom.

He had a many- 
ided message, but the theme upon 
which he most often dwelt was that 
f social justice. He was the peer- 
ess prophet of this great impera- 
Ive. So he fearlessly attacked the 
freed, the luxury, the frauds, the 
jribe-givlng the 
injustice 
of the 


upper classes. He held them to an 
ultimate reckoning with the pure 
and just Jehovah. He scorned those 
who "trampled upon the poor," and 
"made the ephah small and the 
shekel great." His cry was, "Let 
justice roll down as waters, and 
righteousness as a mighty stream." 


Day after day this rough repre- 


sentative of God, from the wilds of 
Tekoa, poured forth his message of 
social justice. 
He did not even 
spare the outwardly correct 
gious observances of Bethel 
reli- 
for 
the rich who oppressed the poor 
were careful about church .attend- 
ance and church ceremonies. Amos 
shocked his hearers with such mes- 
sages from Jehovah as, "I hate, 
I despise your feasts, and I will 
take no delight in your solemn as- 
semblies." To him the great ortho- 
doxies were justice and love. 
The Problem Today. 
It is universally admitted today 
that we stand at one of the im- 
portant cross-roads of the world 
history. There is widespread and 
frenzied confusion as men argue 
over the roads which lead into the 
future. The outstanding- character- 
stic of our age is the determina- 
tion on the part of the so-called 
'underprivileged" to get a greater 
share of the material blessings of 
ife. 


Every true 
man and 
woman 


thrills over the prospect of a so- 
ciety in which many of the shock- 
'ng inequities of modern industrial 
Ife will be eliminated. The days of 
aissez-faire were not good days; 
hey were miserable and cruel days, 
and the prayer and 
fair-thinking 
>erson is that they must never re- 
urn. 
Is the pathway to freedom mark- 


id "Communism"? The answer to 
hat la the behavior of Moscow in 
atelllte countries and in the con- 
cntration camps in Siberia. Does 
loctalism promise anything better 
han we now have? Look to Bng- 
and for your answer and compare 
Iving standards of the British peo- 
ile with the standards we have on 
he North American continent. Do 
he United States and Canada want 
o give up what they have for what 
Britain has? 


Proud, But Humbly So. 


After admitting all the Injustices 


which mar the honor of our native 
land, it would appear almost self- 
evident that when men laid the 
foundations of the United States 
and the Dominion, they were bent 
on establishing an economic en- 
vironment where every man could 
go just as far and as high as his 
ability and energy would take him. 
We have in a measure failed. But 
the glorious fact is that we have 
succeeded, not to the extent that 
all good men hoped we would, but 
to a greater extent than has any 
other nation in human history. 
Furthermore, in spite of the pes- 
simists, the future is not dark, but 
bright; not forbidding, but inviting. 


Free enterprise means a free op- 


portunity for all. The Bible puts 
its stamp of approval on no single 
economic system, but it stands for 
the right of every man to get 
everything In life he works for. 
"The laborer is worthy of his hire," 
said Jesus, and this holds true 
whether he labors with his hands 
or with his head. Fancy schemes 
for bringing about social justice 
had best be consigned to the ash 
can. Our problem is simpler than 
we pretend it is. What it needs for 
solution is unselfishness, straight 
thinking, and a firm belief in a 
universe presided over by such a 
God as the Bible reveals. Justice la 
the only path to follow, the only 
victory which is assured.

As this farmer-shepherd of 
twenty-seven hundred years ago 
lared to speak high truth to a na- 
tion which heeded not, and so was 
destroyed; so every man and wo- 
man, no matter how humble, must 
declare openly and fearlessly, to 
however small a group, the great- 
est truth that God has made known 
to him. 


And let us be sure that our wor- 
ship of God will be acceptable to 
Him only if we desire and strive 
for more justice among men every- 
where.

der said he knew Frederick Van- 
derbilt Field 
and 
Philip Jaffe. 


Their names have come into the 
committee's Investigation of charg- 
es by Senator McCarthy (R-Wis) 
that the state department harbors 
Reds.

Browder was expelled from the 


Communist party in 1946 for hav- 
ing "deserted Communist duties." 


Morgan asked

Browder said he couldn't say 


"definitely" that he. knew Field as

"I assumed that he was," he 
said, adding that Field's co-oper- 
ation with the party at the time 
Browder headed It was "com- 
plete." 
He went on to say that he also 
knew Jaffe, one time editor of the 
Magazine Amerasla, but not as a 


member of the party. 
"Did you accept him as a mem- 


ber," Morgan asked. 


"I accepted him as a friend," 


Browder replied. 


Morgan asked Browder to make 
"any observations helpful to the 
committee." 
"I have no reason at all to think 


there are any disloyal persons In 
the State Department or any oth- 
er important apparatus of the gov- 
ernment," Browder said. 
He said he thought some officials 


in the past had espoused policies 
that -were "deterimental to the Unit- 
ed States," but he wasn't question- 
ing their loyalty. 
In response to question, he said

In testimony that.could lay eith- 


er himself or Budenz open to per- 
jury charges, Browder told the 
committee there never Was such 
a meeting.

Then Wed- 
nesday In a copyrighted story In 
the New York Compass, Browder 
wrote that Budenz' whole testi- 
mony to the committee was In- 
credible and "vague to the point 
of vacuity."

After Budenz testified, McCar- 
thy challenged the committee to 
call Browder and Field on condi- 
tion that the two witnesses be sub- 
jected to what he called adequate 
cross-examination. 


In advance of today's session, Mc- 
Carthy declared the committee has 
had no time to prepare for a thor- 
ough-going examination of Brow- 
der."Of all the silly and ridiculous 
tilings the committee has done 
up to date, calling Browder at 
this tune, tops the pinnacle of 
them all," McCarthy told report- 
ers. 
"Anyone who knows the faintest

Thieves Warned Stolen "Gasoline" 
From Cayuga Tanks Very Dangerous 


At least four Navarro countlans 


lave been stealing highly inflam- 
abje gasoline—known as "distill- 
ate"—from storage tanks at Ca- 
yuga. Sheriff David Castles report- 
ed Tuesday. 


The suspects are expected to be 


apprehended soon.

Mid-Continent Oil and Gas Associ- 
ation conferred with Castles Tues- 
day, 
providing him with license 


numbers of four automobiles spot- 
',ed at the scene. 


"They're not hurting the com- 


pany—unless they'd haul it off in 


truckloads," said Special Investi- 
gator George W. Robey of the Mid- 
Continent asociation. "It's the dan- 
ger to the equipment we're con- 
cerned with." 


Explaining the fuel was "power- 


ful stuff," Robey said "Just the 
least spark will set it afire." 


The petty thiefs also could be 


charged with using untaxed gaso- 
line in their cars, the sheriff com- 
mented. 


Robey cited a case at Ranger 


recently, when thieves accidentally 
set off an explosion. He 
added 
that the same thing could easily 
happen at Cayuga. 


Re-Pressuring Expected To Increase 
Oil Production of Area Shallow Fields 


Production in the 
shallow 
oil 


'ields of Navarro county is expect- 
ed to be materially hiked within 
'.he immediate future. 


The re-pressuring of the wells in 


his section from 800 to 1200 feet 
n depth is expected to cause a con- 
iderable increase m che per •weii 
production. 


Key wells are drilled to tne salt 


svater formations, according to ex- 
planations from oil operators, and 
his water is forced under pressure 
nto the porous oil sands. 


Oil is lighter than water and 


it immediately rises and seeks 
the higher places. The pressure 
provided by the salt water replac- 
es, too, the pressure originally 
given by gns when the wells were 
young. Then, too, the salt water 
under pressure washes out the 
oil from sands Instead of allow- 
ing it to remain. 
This same procedure is being 


:aried out in some of the margin- 
al west wells in the East Texas 
ield. 
Plans are under way here to re- 


iressure the Petty's Chapel field, 
he old shallow production in East 
lorsicana and in the Phillip's Cha- 
iel field, the Coffield and Guthrie 
icldings southeast 
of Corsicana, 


nd even in the old Mildred area 


where the deep Woodbine produc- 
ion was encountered in the early 
920's. 


One oil man said that this new 


method would provide about 65 pe 
cont of the original production— 
causing the ' oil properties value 
to skyrocket. One royalty owner 
in the Petty's Chapel area has re 
fused $100 per acre royalty salt 
where only the shallow field has 
been developed. 


There is production in other sec- 


tions of the county, including An 
gus and Rice, along with Bazette 
Richland and Currie. 


While the new practices hove 


not been inaugurated here, some 
oil well owners have recently re- 
habilitated and cleaned some old 
wells that have been unprofita- 
ble for years, and the production 
iis exccedng their expectations. 
The original shallow production 


was discovered here in the early 
1890s when drillers were seeking 
an adequate water supply for Cor- 
~icana. 


Some of the shallow wells in East 


Corslcana have been producing 
more than a half century and still 
make from one to five barrels per 
day. 


The Coffield and Guthrie Kelly 


No. 1 test one mile south of Na- 
varro has made a fine showing of 
oil and will be placed on s. pump 
within a few days to determine its 
production. This is a Woodbine 
test and is expected to • cause a 
number of other tests to be drilled 
in that immediate area.
